Massachusetts. — Week ended May 4, 1912. Population of re- 
porting towns, 2,577,764. Total number of deaths from all causes 
729, including diphtheria 8, measles 10, scarlet fever 1, tuberculosis 
81, typhoid fever 1. Cases reported: Diphtheria 110, measles 802, 
scarlet fever 90, smallpox 4, tuberculosis 198, typhoid fever 14. 

Week ended May 11, 1912. Total deaths from all causes 695, in- 
cluding diphtheria 4, measles 4, scarlet fever 3, tuberculosis 76, 
typhoid fever 1. Cases reported: Diphtheria 99, measles 917, 
scarlet fever 125, smallpox 4, tuberculosis 187, typhoid fever 33.
